Washington, June 5.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Total costs of 
government for the state of Georgia 
for the fiscal year ending December 
31, 1920, was $12,583,162, répresent- 
ing a per capita cost of $4.32, accord- 
ing to figures released today by the 
department of commerce. 

In 1917 the per capita cost was 
$2,69, and in 1914, $2,32, the totals 
for these years being $7,579,017 and 
0,346, respectively. he per 
capita costs for 1920 consisted of ex- 


penses of general departments, $3.33; } 


payments for interest $0.08; and for 
outlays $0.91. 


The total revenue receipts in 1920 
were $12,521,040, or $4.41 per capita. 
For the fiscal year the per capita ex- 
cess of revenue receipts over govern- 
mental costs was, therefore, 

Property and special taxes consti- 
tute the greater part of the .revenue 
in a majority of states. In Georgia 
they represented 650.3 per cent for 
1920, 68.8 per cent for 1917 and 63.0 
per cent for 1914. ‘The increase in 
the amount of property and special 
taxes collected was 35.7 per cent from 
1914 to 1917, and 18.3 per cent from 
1917 to 1920. The per capita prop- 
erty and special taxes for the three 
specified years were $2.22, $1.98 and 
$1.47, respectively. 

Earnings of general departments, 
or compensation for services rendered 
by state officials, represented 11.6 
per cent of the total revenue for 1920, 
9.2 per-cent for 1917 and 10.0 per 
cent for 1914. 

Business and non-business licenses, 
which in previous years iscluded re- 
ceipts from liquor licensese, consti- 
tuted 24.2 per cent of the total revenue 
for 1920, 9.5 per cent for 1917 and 
12.8 per cent for 1914. Receipts from 
business licenses consist chiefly of 
taxes exacted from insurance and 
other incorporated companies, while 
those from non-business licenses com- 
prise taxes on motor. vehicles and 
amounts paid for hunting and fishing 
priveleges. 

The net indebtedness (funded and 
floating debt less sinking fund as- 
sets of Georgia is decreasing, being 
$1.93 per capita for 1920, $2.14 for 
1917, and 2.39 for 1914. 

In nearly all states the property 
subject to the general property tax 
varies in the reported basis of assess- 
ment, though in most instan-es the 
law requires that property be assess- 
ed at full market value. For this rea- 
son the best measure of cost to the 
property oyyner is the per capita tax 
levy. The per capita levy for Georgia 
for 1920 was $2.31.

penses, the court concluded that the 
international union and its officers 
should not have been held by the .trial 
court as subject to joint liability with 
the district and local organizations 
and officers for participation in the 
conspiracy or for the destruction of 
property incident to the strike. 

The authority placed, by members 
of district No. 21 in their officers 
to order a strike, it was held, made 


for any unlawful injuries inflicted 
during the strike and made the funds 
accumulated for strike purposes by the 
district subject to the payment of any 
judgment which is recovered. 

It was necessary, however, in or- 
der to hold gistrict No. 21 liable in 
this case under the anti-trust act, 
to establish that the conspiracy to 
attack the Bache-Denman mines and 
stop non-union employment there was 
within intent to restrain interstate 
commérce, to monopolize it and sub- 
ject it to the control of the union, 
Chie€ Justice Taft stated, adding that 
while coal mining is not interstate 
commerce, and obstruction of coal min- 


-ing is not a direct obstruction to in- 


terstate commerce in coal, congress 
has the power i9 subject such acts to 
national supervision and restraint. It 
also has the power, the court held, to 
punish conspiracies in which such 
practices are part of the plan to hin- 
der, restrain or m>nopolize interstate 
commerce. 
Triple Damages Possible. 

While unincorporated labor organ- 
izations could be sued under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law for tsiple damages 
for losses to property caused by them, 
there was nothing in the evidence of 
the present case, it was declared, to 
show that the acts complained of were 
aimed by the labor unions to restrain 
interstate trade. Questions relating 
to the charge to the jury were dis- 
missed without examination by the 
court, in view of the effect of its de- 
cision holding that restraint of inter- 
state®*commerce had not been the ob- 
ject of the strike. 

Labor leaders in Washington, in- 
cluding officers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, while expressing 
concern over the sweeping provisions 
of the decision, decline to authorize 
any statement in advance of a care- 
ful study of the finding of the court. 
They were particularly interested in 
that section of the opinion which 
held that the treasury of labor or- 
ganizations could be held liable for 
damages caused by labor unions. 

Discussing the object and demands 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica and the government of the or- 
ganization between conventions, for 
the purpose of determining whether 
organized labor, although wnincorpo- 
rated, may be sued, Chief Justice 
Taft reviewed in detail its strike rules 
and other matters bearing on the 
question. “No organized corporation 
has greater unity of action,” he de- 
clared, “and in none is more power 
centered in the governing executive 
bodies.” 

’ Necessary for Justice. 

At common law, it was pointed out, 
an unincorporated association of per- 
sons was not recognized as having any 
other character than a partnership to 
be sued at or to sue in the name of 
its members whose liabilities had to 
be enforced against each member. 

“But the growth and necessities of 
these. great labor organizations have 
breught affirmative legal recognition 
of their existence and usefulness and 
provisions for their protection which 
their members have found necessary,” 
the chief justice continued. The 
rights of labor unions to maintain 
strikes, he declared, their protection 
against embezzlement by the officers 
of their trade marks, their standing 
in statutory arbitration and before of- 
ficial labor boards and the adaptabil- 
ity of equitable procedure to modern 
needs requiring the representation by 
one person of many have all had their 
effect. 

“Out of the very necessities of ex- 
isting conditions,” he added, “and the 
utter impossibility of doing justice 
otherwise, the suiable character of 
such an organization as this has come 
to be recognized in some jurisdictions 
and many suits for and against labor 
unions are reported in which no ques- 
tion has been raised as to the right 
to treat them in their closely united 
action and function as artificial per- 
sons capable of suing and being sued.”

Faced with this 
impasse, Hoover adjourned the con- 
ference = being assured by Ste- 
phens of the same degree of voluntary 
support in the present emergency as 
he received during the war.

W. A. Hancock warned that it would 
increase the tax burden tremendously. 

He said that it would raise real 
estate not less than $100,000,000, 
if the existing 70 per cent rate of 
assessment is maintained. This would 
net the city a clear boost of $1,500,- 
000 in ad valorem revenue annually. 

The committee acted on the theory, 
however, that when the front foot 
basis is applied the rate of assess- 
ment should come down to 50 per 
cent or lower. The city would suf- 
fer no decrease from the income re} 
ceived now, it is claimed, and the 
people of Atlanta would not pay 80 
much taxes to Fulton county and the 
state. 

The Present System. 


As the assessors appraise a piece 
of property now they visit it and 
place a value on it, building included, 
if there is one. Many times they 
are without knowledge of the dimen- 
sions of the property. 

Under the new plan they will have 
the measurements of each lot. They 
will not be confined to an grbitary 
rate of assessment but will be gov- 
erned by the location of the land. 
They will assess the. buildings sepa- 
rately. 

The resolution carried instructions 
to the assessors to begin immediately 
steps toward a. survey and prepara- 
tion of maps. Every lot in the city 
will have to be mapped and the un- 
dertaking will be an enormous one. 

Councilman Claude Ashley was the 
member who voted against the plan. 
He said he had studied it since the 
tax committee acted favorably on the 
change and declared that its enforce- 
ment would bring about “inequalities 
and injustice to the highest degree.”

reports of Willingham’s affairs, as- 
serting that.“through it all the de- 
fense' has been compelled to remain 
quiet.” 

During the cross-questioning of 
Nix, Mr. MHarris attempted to 
prove by Nix that a statement had 
been mailed to him which he had not 
recorded on his books. Nix entered 


an emphatic denial, and during the 
succeeding moments matters waxed 
warm between the attorney and the 
witness. 

The earlier part of Nix’s testimony 
involved a number of books, ledgers, 
statements and accounts of the Ship- 
pers mpress company in Nix’s cus- 
tody since July, 1920, when he was 
made secretary of the company in 
addition to his duties as treasurer, 
under an election on April 28, 1920. 


Charges Larceny. 
Nix was placed on the stand by the 
state to bring out the various deals 


alleged to nave been transacted by 
Willingham without the knowledge or 


consent of other officers of the com- 
pany and which Invoived the credit 
standing of the Shippers Compress 
with a number of banks throughout 
the country from which, Nix testi- 
fied, Willingham had borrowed mon- 
ey on the notes of the compress com- 
pany and then withdrew the money, 
depositing it in other banks to the 
credit of the Willingham Warehouse 
company. 

_. Willingham at that time was pres- 
ident of both concerns. 

Opened Accounts. 

Nix named in his testimony eleven 
banks in which he said Willingham 
had opened accounts in the name ot 
the Shippers Compress company with- 
cut any knowledge on his part. In 
each one of the banks, he testified, 
Willmgham had deposited a few 
thousand dollars, which the solicitor- 
general said in his opening statement

Justice Hanby’s decision was that 
while there was no denial vf the 
charge that Valentino maried Miss 
Winifred Hudnut, in Mexicali, lower. 
Califernia, while he still was legally 
burried to Miss Jean Acker, there 
was insufficient evidence that he lived 
with Mrs. Valentino, number two, in 
Cuiifornia, suvseguently. ‘Lhe Cali- 
fornia code provides that in case of 
au alleged bigumous marriage outside 
tbe state, proof of murital relations 
within the state following such mar- 
ringe must be adduced in order’ to 
sustain the charge. Evidence in Jus- 
tice Hanby’s court was that Valen- 
teno and his second bride returned to 
California and pussed two days in a 
cottage at Palm Springs, a desert re- 
scrt in Riverside county, occupying 
separate rooms.

DRUG PEDDLERS. 3 

The vigorous crusade that is 
being made under federal auspices 
| against the traffic in narcotic 
drugs, intensified and accentuated 
by recent startling revelations of 
the wholesale distribution of 
“dope” to inmates of the federal 
prison, is generally gratifying to 
all who are interested in human 
welfare and public decency. 

Addressing the Atlanta Civitan 
club the otber day, J. E. Dyche, 
warden of the federal prison, char- 
acterized the drug peddlers as be- 
ing “the worst of the criminal ele- 
ment,” and suggested the hang- 
man’s noose as the penalty de- 
served by violators of the Harrison 
anti-narcotic law. 

While this suggestion as to pun- 
ishment may sound drastic, and 
probably wae not intended by War- 
Can Dyche to be taken seriously 
in a literal sense, there is no doubt 
but that the seller of inhibited nar- 
cotic drugs is a criminal of the 


tially the most dangerous type. 

“Dope,” said the warden, “in- 
jures the brain. Ht ruins the body 
and steals the soul. When a man 
craves and has not the means or 
the opportunity ‘to buy it, he will 
lie to you, he will steal from you 
and he will kill for the drugs.” 

The truth of what Mr. Dyche 
said is a matter of common know!]- 
edge. : 

It is known as well to those en- 
gaged in the drugs traffic as it is 
to social welfare workers, officers 
of the law and the public gener- 
ally. ‘ 

In the final analysis, then, hav- 
ing that knowledge, the peddlex 
who sells drugs to his poor, mis- 
erable, unfortunate victims, is him- 
self primarily guilty of whatever 
crimes the addicts may commit. 

If ‘the dope fiend steals, the 
seller of the drug that inspired the 
crime primarily is himself the 
thief; if he kills, the peddler basic- 
ly is the murderer, and should at 
least share in the penalty. 

It would be impracticable, of 
course, in the event of the com- 
mission of a crime by a drug ad- 
dict ‘to run down and punish all 
who are actually particeps criminis 
by reason of their having supplied 
the incentive; but an energetic, 
relentless and effective crusade 
against the drug traffic, such as 
that which now seems to be un- 
der way, is neither impossible nor 
impracticable. 

A few years of positive and ag- 
gressive action by the authorities 
of the law, including the judges 
upon’“whom rests the responsibili- 
ty of imposing sentences, undoubt- 
edly would bring about a mate- 
rial depreciation of the narcotic 
drugs traffic and heighten popular 
respect for the Harrison act. 


THE SURE THRIFT WAY. 

Thrift-lessons in the lives of 
many successful men are worthy 
to be learned by heart and lived

The real suc- 
cesses that have come through any 
other method of progress are SO e@X- 
ceédingly rare as to be unworthy 
of consideration in the plans of any 
well-meaning person.”

Let us in- 
duige in an orgy of morbid imagina- 
tio: and suppose your annual exam- 
ination forces upon your attention 
some such facts as these: You have 
taken on some pounds of superfluous 
weight; your vital capacity is several 
cubie inches less than it was a year 
ago; your heart action is excited for 
a longer period by moderate exertion 
tnan it was a year ago; your blood 
pressure is on the borderline or a 
trifle.beyond what a coldly practical 
insurance company would consider 
healthful; now that you must consent 
to think of it, your general capacity 
is not so good as it was, your endur- 
ance is appreciably less, your mem- 
ory is less dependable, you find your- 
seif a little more short of breath 
when you engage in any muscular ex- 
ertion—well, it is a sad story and I 
have to tell it, but it is high time to 
me care of yopr cardio-vascular sys-

New Jersey Leads States 
in Union in Develop- 
ment of Wireless Work 
in Schools. | 


Probably no state in the Union has 
been as completely captured by radio 
as New Jersey, and certainly no other 
has taken official cognizance of the 
widespread interest. The following 
extract taken from a report of the 
state department of education indi- 
cates the great hold that wireless has 
taken in the schools since the radio- 
phon@~became popular. ‘The report 
contains a resume of the situation in 
the ools of the larger New Jersey 
cities, showing that hundreds of pu- 
 pils ale active engaged in experi- 
ments. > 

The sudden awakening of popular 


interest in radio telephone broadcast- 
ing has made great demands upon the 
manual training departments of the 
New Jersey public schools for the 
constructing of receiving sets. 


Probably no scientific development 
has ever taken such a d on the 
school boy as radio has and teachers 
of shop work have recognized the tre- 
mendous educational possibilities in 
the making of wireless sets in the 
home and schools. 

Early Development in Schools. 

Several years ago radio sets were 
made in the .manual arts depart- 
ments and the project seemed worth 
while but the boys’ interest could not 
long be sustained so long as the dot- 
and-dash system of signals only was 
available. Now the opportunity of 
hearing the actual voices, words, 
songs. and music of the best kina 
has taken this project out of the 
mere experimental stage and made 
practically every boy anxious to build 
and own a wireless set for his own 


use. 

Every effort has been made in our 
schools throughout New Jersey to 
give boys a chance to design and build 
radio sets. The shop teachers have 
made a special study of radio con- 
struction, and boys have been given 
an opportunity to make various types 
of wireless sets. 

Schools Have Sets. © 

Schools have installed. large radio 
sete. Montclair, N. J., has erected 
over its high school an aerial that 
equals in size and construction those 
seen at broadcasting stations.

Washington, June 5.—,By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Senator Har- 
ris, of Georgia, today introduced a 
bill providing for’ the director of the 
census to gather and publish statis- 
tics showing the quantities and the 
grades of baled cotton tenderable un- 
der the law on hand on July 31l, 
1922, and each year thereafter on the 
thirty-first day of July. These fig- 
ures are to be in addition to the cot- 
ton statistics now gathered under the 
law, and would be published as soon 
as possible after July 31 of each 
year. An appropriation of $25,000 & 
made under the bill to carry out the 
special count of cotton and grades, 
Senator Harris said that many cot- 
ton growers and organizations insist 
that inaccurate estimates of the 
amounts and grades of cotton on hand 
in the warchouses, ports, ginneries 
and factories are affecting the price 
of cotton, and that smaller amounts 
are actually on hand than estimates 
show.

The market opened barely steady at a decline of 15 to 21 points 
under New Orleans and local selling promoted by a favorable weather 
map and the long range forecast for generally favorable weather in 
the south this week. There was also some scattered southern selling 
which showed a tendency to increase on slight rallies and the market 
was nervous and unsettled during the morning with prices selling off to 
20.20 for July and 20.03 for October or 30 to 43 points net lower on 
the genera] list. The relatively easy ruling of July was attributed 
to selling by spot people against purchases of October, and probably 
increased the disposition to liquidate long contracts in later months 
on the more favorable weather news.
